THE ZOLA TKL4L, 

Counsel for the Accused Make Bold State- 
ments bat Have Dllhculty in Pro- 
ducing Testimony. 

Paris, Feb. 7.— The trial of M, Emile 
Zjla and M. Perreux, manager of the 

.■furore, who are being prosecuted by the 
government as the result of a letter 
'-vhich the novelist caused to be published 
in the Aurore in December last, strongly 
reflecting upon high officials connected 
wi:h the Dreyfus case, opened to-day in 
(he assize court of the Seine. M. Zola 
was represented by M. Laborie, and M. 
I'errietix was defended by M. Clemen- 
cetiu. 

Addressing the jury M. Laborie said: 
" The proof we oH'cr you ia ao striking 
that our opponents are making eflbrta to 
prevent ita becoming knnv/n ; nevertht- 
less if it is npcesaary I will declare it 
alone without witnoseea. If I fail Drey- 
fus will remain in tlie galley where he 
was [ilacod by a law expresaly made for 
him." (Violent prolests.) M. Laborie 
insisted that the judges of 
Dreyfus should give evidence, 
^'Ud that Madame Boulanoy, whom 
Zola has summoned, but who has de- 
clined to appear on the ^irjund of ill- 
health, shoiild also testify, urging that 
she be ordered to appear if necessary. 
Counsel added that Madame Boulanoy, 
in addition to ihe notorioae Uhlan let- 
tor, possessed others from Major Ester- 
hazy outrageously iasulting the French 
army, which had not been published. 
iM. Liborie further contended that 
Miijor Eaterhazy was peraecuting 
Mrtiiame Boulanoy in order to prevent 
her from surrendering the letters. 

Counfiel for the Aurore supported JI. 
Luborie's reciueet for the ajipenrance id 
Madame Boulanoy and urged the court 
to obtain a certificate of her alleged ill- 
health. Later on M. Laborie iueiettd 
r.hiit the depoeitions made before the ex- 
amining ma^iatriit! be read in the court. 
iiiiB waB refused by the attorney-general 
on tiie ground that the examination was 
not included. M. Laborie then vehem- 
ently protested against the absence of 
subpii naed witnesses. Beferring to the 
non-appearance of General Mercier, he 
a. I id : 

" When be was minister of warbeBub- 
mitted to the judges of DreylUd, twhind 
tlie back of the prisoner and hia counsel, 
a secret document wbich he said waa un- 
imiiortant. If this document, as he de- 
clared, was unimportant, then the inci- 
dent iu ended and there is no further 
need for General Mercier's testimony; 
while if the alleged secret document did 
nut exifit, let Cieneral Mercier come and 
tell the court so and our side will bo well 
SHtii-fied." 

This attempt to drag the former min- 
ister of war into the witneaa stand 
cauteil much commotion in court, which 
was increased when several members ol 
the Dreyfus courtmartial refused to tes- 
tify. M. Zola rose up in tlie dock and 
indignantly cried: '-We must know if 
these persons are acting on the order of 
the minister of war or on their own 
volition." Cieneral BoidefTre was tiien 
called and claimed exemption on the 
ground of professional secrecy, where- 
upon AI. Laborie shouted : " One would 
really think all these ofTicera imagined 
they were a separate caste above 
rights and they were totally exempt 
from the laws and the respect due to 
jut^l ice." 

The court then ordered a short ad- 
journment until -1 :oO [i.m. in order to 
allow M. Laborie to draft his argument 
Ou the resumption of the hearing M 
l^aborie made a speech demandiiig that 
the witnesees be ordered to titteiul and 
testify. Tlie court postponed decision 
iinlil to-morrow Hnd the case waa ad- 
journed. 

iM. Laborie, in his application for a 
sub|;<i-na for Mme. Boulanoy, says; 
" The appellants have ascertained ttiat 
Uomte (I'lCsterhazy has thrice written 
her menacing her with death sliould she 
riurrender ttie documents, with the re- 
sult that Mme. Boulanoy has left her 
home and concealed her new address. Ae 
the docnmentB have a direct bearing on 
the present case, the appellants ask also 
that an officer of the court be sent to im 
pound all letters and telegrams from 
Comte d'Esterhszy in the poBeession of 
Mme. Boulanoy."

Out of No Use to Miners 
ii'roni Canada. 



Bonds Called for Not Obtainable and 
Long Journey Ktquirid 
for Kefaud. 



Canadian Government Therefore to 
the Bescne and Will Advance 
the Money. 



[From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 7. — An important con- 
ference was held' to-day in the oflice of the 
minister Of trade and commerce at which 
there were present Sir Richar;! Cart- 
wright, Messrs. Mulock, Sifton and Pat- 
ersoii, Deputy Ministers Parmalee and 
McDougald, and Elias Bogers and E. A. 
Watts, the president and secretary re- 
spectively of the Toronto board of trade ; 
Jamee Orathern, president, C. F. Smith 
and R. McKay, of the Montreal board of 
trade ; Norman McLean, Vancouver, 
and others. The object was to diecuas a 
method of overcoming the inconvenience 
to Canadian traders and Canadian 
miners entering the Yukon country by 
way of Dyea and Skagway until such 
times as the winter trail via the Stikine 
liver is ready. The new regulations is- 
Kied at Washington on the 2nd instant 
luovidotbat iq lieu of paying duty a 
bond may be given to the United States 
customs ofScials at Dyea or Skagway, 
but tiiia IS practically an impossible 
thing, aa the bond required can only be 
given by a responsible company and not 
by individuals. 

Another alternative ia for the Cana- 
diuna to jiay duty on their outfita at 
Dyea or Skagway, the collector at either 
ol these jioria lo make an inventory of 
the articloa comprising the outfit and 
certify to the payment of duty, while the 
IJnitfd States government will station 
an ofEcerat the northern end of theCliil- 
koot and White passes. On arriving 
there the traveller will present an inven- 
tory to him, and if everything is all 
right the officer will certify to the fact, 
whereupon the miner must tnidge back 
over the passes, present this certificate 
and get hie refund. Anyone familiar 
with the situation there will undeietand 
'lie trouble this regulation will involve. 
How to overcome thei diffie«lty and-help 
our miners was the matter before the 
meeting to-day. 

After a long discussion the following 
recommendation s were agreed upon and 
approved by the government: "We 
would recommend that the government 
of Canada make arrangementa to ad- 
vance at the Canadian border the amount 
of money due aa a refund to each travel- 
ler aa Bhown by the Aniericnn customs 
oflicer'a certificate, the person i hohling 
Huch certificate to endorse the same over 
to the Cauadian customa cflicer, and S iid 
amount to be refunded to the Canadian 
goverument'srepresentative on present.\- 
tion to the American collector at the 
fiort of entry as provided for by section 
MS of the American regulations issued at .

— Great disappoint- 
ment is caused here at the anuounco- 
msnt that Mackeozio it Mann will u»e, 
the rails, cars and locomotives from the 
Lethbridge road for the Glenora-Toalin 
railway. They are tramway rails, only 
weighing 30 Iba. to the yard. 

CHINA'S MISERABLE FLIGHT. 

Afraid to Accept Either British or Russian 
Money and Facing Default to Japan. 

■London, Feb. 8.— The Pekin corres- 
pondent of the Times telegraphing yes- 
terday, says: "I have reasons to be- 
lieve that China will be induced to de- 
cline the British proposals in conse- 
quence of Russian opposition, and simi- 
larly, that ahe will be unable to accept 
the Russian propoaals, owing to Eng- 
landa opposition. 

The country ia tielpleas and unable to 
pay the indemnity except by inatal- 
inentB, but China nuraes the hope that 
.Tapan will agree to an extension of time. 
Meanwhile an imperial decree author- 
izes an issue of treasury bouda at five 
per cent, to the amount of 100,000,000 
taels (about .•f78,000,000). It appears to 
the otliciala, the gentry and the mar- 
cliante to assist the issue in the remote 
possibility of raising enough to meet the 
payment duo next May. The method 
proposed increaaea the growing distrust 
in the government. Similar bonds is- 
sued at the time ot the war of 1855 were 
repudiated in 1862.

TOUGHS AT SKAGWAY. 

Petition for Body of Troop'? to Keep Tliem 
Under Control. 

Washington, Feb. 7. — Senator Wiloon 
of Washington state, was at the war de- 
partment to-day urging that action be 
taken by the military arm of the govern- 
ment to preserve order at Dyea and 
.Skagway, especially at the latter place, 
where fears are eniortained that trijublo 
will ensue with the arrival of more gold 
eeekers. Senator Wilson has letters and 
telegrams giving the conditions, and 
eays that uuleaa there is Homething done 
looking to the government of thoee 
places, there would be serious dillicul- 
ties. It ia claimed that the Alaekan 
ports are now thronged with the wortt 
element of this country, Canada and 
Europe, and that there ia no way of gov- 
erning the lawleaa element except by the 
military. Senator Wilson recommends 
that troops bo sent until congress can 
provide some form ot government. 

NANAIMO JIINEIiS. 

A Long lUeetinK Witli Mr. Kobins to Discuss 
an Advance in Pay. 

Nanaimo, Fob. 7.— (Special)— There 
was a miners' meeting held in the power 
house yesterday altornoon. Mr, RobinK 
addressed the mooting for two Jiours. 
Nothing was done, an adjournment be- 
ing made until Saturday night. The 
meeting was priyate, no reportera being 
allowed, but it was stated by one of 
those pieeent that a demand was made 
for a 10 ppr cent, increaae.

BELIEF STOBES SHIPPED. 

First of the United States Expedition Sets 
Out From Portland. ' 

Portland, Or., Feb. S.— The expedition 
which the United States government is 
sending into the interior of Alaska with 
supplies of the relief of the miners who 
aro reported to bo in want, sailed for 
Dyea to-night on the ateamer George W. 
Elder. The Elder carried 350 passen- 
gers, 61 of whom are ofHcers and en- 
listed men of the United States ariuy, 
who will act as escort to the pack train, 
which, it ia expected, will carry the re- 
lief BU[)plieQ over the passes. About liOO 
tons of provisions wore sent forward hy 
the government from here, and an ad- 
ditional supply will go from the Sound 
in a few days. 

Brigadiei'-General Merriam, com- 
raandini; the department of tliu Colum- 
bia, who has had general supervision of 
the preparing the expedition, has aa- 
(iigned Major 1^. H. Ruoker, J'ourth 
Cavalry, to the command of the relief 
e)cpedition. Major has been in Alaska 
for several weeks and has taken tempor- 
ary station at Dyea, where he has estab- 
liehed a camp and supply department 
General Merriam expects to go to Alaska 
on the steamer Oregon, which is 
scheduled to sail from here on February 
S, and from Dyea he will direct aflairs 
until the expedition is started for the 
passes. Captain L. D. Brainard, com 
niissaryof subsistence, and disbursing 
ollicer tor relief supplies, will als^o go 
forward by the Oregon. 

The government tias let a contract to 
the Snow and Ice Transportation Coir 
pany of Chicago for carrying l&O tons of 
auiiplies from Dyea to Dawson, but ns 
the paraphernalia of the company has 
not yet arrived on the Pacific Coast, it ia 
probable that General Merriam will push 
on a portion of the sappliea by pack 
train to J^ake Lobargo and there build 
boats in whicli to carry the supplies 
down the Yukon. 

It is expected that the 500 reindeer 
bought in Norway by the government 
will be landed in Alaska within a month, 
and if possible additional supplies will 
be taken in with them. 

COWICHAJS AFFAIKS. 

A Hog Department to Be Added to the 
Creamery— The Amateur Actors. 

Duncan, Feb. 7. — Nanaimo won the 
Intermediate Association football match 

at Nanaino against Oowichan, on Satur- 
day last, the score being G to 2. 

A general meeting of the Cowichan 
Creamery Aasociatian was held at the 
agricultural tiall on Saturday afternoon 
last, when a resolution declaring the 
advisability of each patron owning and 
operating a separator was negatived by 
a large majority, and a resolution to keep 
hocra under the act was carried. 

The Cowichan Institute amateurs go 
to Nanaimo on Saturday next to play 
" Our Boys.'" 

HALIBUT TAKEK8 DROWNED. 

Tlie "Capilano" With Large Cargo Reports 
the Loss of Two Hands. 

Vancouver, Feb. 7.— -(Special)— The 

steamer Capilano arrived to-day with a 
large cargo of halibut. Two men be- 
longing' to Vancouver were drowned, 
Captain R. Driscoll and M. Longhead. 
The men were fishing in a fieavy sea. 
The weight of the fish in the boat capsized 
it, and as they were a mile away from 
the ateamer reacue was impossible.

Klondilce Enterprises Reported— Gun Acci- 
dent Victim identified -A New Block. 

Va.n'couvkr, Feb. 7, — (Special) — H, 
Gumrner, of the Guelph Herald, Chief 
Uanger ot the C.O.F., is in Vancouver, 
and goes to Victoria on Tuesday. 

An American firm is locating here for 
the manufacture of a patent collapsiblo 
metal boat. 

Caiitain Armstrong, a Kootenay 
steamboat man, leaves to-day for Teslin 
lake with forty men and the machinery 
for several ateamers to raii on Teslin 
lake. 

The building of a two-story block on 
Hastings street, near Cambie street, is 
to commence shortly and is to be iin 
iebed by May 1. 

The man Richard Fraaer, who died in 
the hospital on Tbareday from a gun- 
shot wound, was a native of Scotland, 
and had been living at Aliceville. It ia 
supposed that deceased was taking his 
gun from the boat by the muzzle when it 
was accidentally discharged into his 
lung.

Skagway Faces a Crisis iu Its 
Ail'aii's Precipitated by the 
fay Shooting. 

Prospect That the Murderer AYill 
Be Permitted to Escape 
Puuisbmeut. 



Skagway, the gateway city of the 
White Pass, baa reached that point in 
its career when the lawless and the law- 
abiding elements have been brought in- 
to direct antagonism, the former with a 
declaration of independence for a " wide- 
open Western town," and the hitter 
pary standing tor law, order and prompt 
justice. 

The ehooting of Marshall Rowan and 
Andy McGratli by John E. Fay, the 
bartender at the People's theatre, pre- 
cipitated the trouble, which had assumed 
very serious proportions when the just- 
arrived steamers Tees and Willapa left 
for Victoria on Wednesday last, and tiie 
coming into opposition of the two classes 
of the community had saved Fay's neck 
from the vigilantes' halter. 

Strange to say, the blaeklec element 
in this instance had the letter of the 
law on their side, the better class of 
citizens having been for Fay'fl immediate 
execution, and the gamblers — headed by 
the notorious Sjapy Smith of Denver, 
wlio aspirea to beingchief of police when 
Skagway is organized on regulation lines 
— declaring that no lynching stiould 
'' go " in Skagway. 

" We muster upwards of two hundred 
good men with their guns," said the 
notorious Soapy, " and it anyone tries 
to get a rope over Ed. luiy's neck, he'll 
get a bullet in hia own head mighty 
quick." 

This ia what changed the original plan 
by which Fay was to be given a very 
limited time in which to repent his mis- 
deeds, for the solid citizens saw the force 
of the argument advanced by the oppos- 
ing element and, instead of proceeding 
with the contemplated hanging, they 
beld a maaa meeting in the just com- 
pleted church, Major Strong presiding 
and S. L. Lovell being aecretary. 

Much feeling was expressed against 
the perpetrator of the recent crime, 
coupled with a desire that tbo law anti 
its otlicers should be upheld, border jus- 
tice being accepted only as a last reaort. 
Captain Tanner, M. Wills, H. C, Grady, 
0. B. Beeson, Henry Shea, Ira Coatlott, 
W. L. BerboB, Col. Fisher, A. F. Brown 
and Peter Amnerce, were finally named 
aa a committee to deviae ways and means 
to meet the conditions of the case and in- 
vestigate the shooting, with instructions 
also to arrange for the prosecution and 
punishment of the murderer. 

Tom Ward, a lieutenant of Soapy 
Smith in the gambling element, attend- 
ed the meeting and declared that F'ay 
only asked for an impartial trial by a 
regularly constituted court. When this 
assurance waa given, he snrrendered the 
gun user to the just formed committee, 
who sent Fay on the ferry steamer Wol- 
cott up to SitlcB. He waa not in irons 
when he left Skagway, end betting was 
at odds that ho would be allowed every 
opportunity to escape before the capital 
was reached. 

Pasaengera by the Tees give details of 
the double ahooting which were not 
available when the Seattle brought first 
news of the fatality. McGrath, it ap- 
pears, had had two encounters with Fay 
in tlie People's, before ho declared that 
he had been robbed, and went out to 
find the marahal. Ho met P.owan, who 
was acting temporarily for iNlarehal Mc- 
Innes during the latter's absence in 
Sitka, as he was on his way to procure a 
doctor for hia wife. 

First of all McGrath asked for the 
l'>an of Rowan's revolver to shoot I'"ay. 
Tlie ofScer laughed at this request, but 
said that he wonid spare a few minutes 
to adjust the matter before returning to 
bis wife's bedside. As they entered the 
door of the People't", Fay fired twice, 
both shots being fatal. 

McGrath droppeii dead without a 
word; Ilowan had just enough strength 
to drag himself across the roail to the 
Klondike saloon and re(iuegt a citi/en 
whom he found there to asaumo the mar- 
ahal'Q dangerous position until Mclnnes 
returned to town, The shooting took 
place between 10 and II o'clock ; baby 
Rowan waa born at 1 o'clock. The 
mother ia juat alive, but her medical at- 
tendants say she will never survive the 
shock at so critical a time. 

On the same day that the marshal and 
Mc.irath were shot, Harry Lamont, in 
tlie same theatre, received a bullet in hie 
leg from the weapon worn by William 
.Jones, known in Skagway aa " Bonanza 
Hill." In this case, however, Iho shoot- 
ing was pnrely ac ciden tal.

Steamers arriving from the North 
lately have brouj^'ht few passengers from 
the tipper Yukon. There is a prevail- 
ing opinion that this is duo to the 
severity of the weather in the northern 
country, or that few in Dawson care to 
come out. When the steamers Tees and 
Willapa returned on Sunday without 
even a solitary Dawsonian on board, this 
conclusion seemed to receive fresh sup- 
port. There were, too, comparatively 
few Vukoners on the Oity of Seattle, but 
one of these has assigned the reason for 
the fact. He says that before he left 
Dawson dogs were being sold for 
as high as $100, and could hard- 
ly be secured at that figure. 
The trails, he stated, were in good con- 
dition and in no way retarded Yukoners 
from making the journey to the coast. 
Dog-teams, however, aro absolutely 
necessary, and sooner that take any 
risks those intending to come out to the 
frontier postpone their trip. As new 
contingents ot miners reach Dawson tbo 
dog famine should be relieved and with 
the opening of navigation wholly for- 
gotten.

>Cable to Give Connection,, "VTitb. ^^^Ictoria 
Shipped Several Weeks Agro,''' 

The Port Angeles Democrat Leader 
has the following: ' " Notvrithatanding 
the articlea in the up-Sound papers some 
two weeks ago to the contrary, the Weat- 
ern Union Telegraph Co^ will extend ita 
line to this city and lay the cables acropB 
the atroita from tbie point to Victoria. 
In fact, tbe work of conatraction has al- 
ready began and contraotors are already 
farniahiog polea and material for the im- 
mediate conatruction of the line. Itbas 
been viewed and earveyed its entire 
length. The conatraction work ia under 
tlie supervision of Mr. T. H, McFarland, 
of Seattle. Mr. McjFarlaiul aaya that 
the contract calls lor tliu completion of 
the work on April 15. It ia intended 
that the vrire ahall be in full working or- 
der ou that date, complete and perfect; 
from Victoria to Seattle, via Port Adrb- 
IfS, Port Towneend, Port T.udlow, Port 
I'.lakely, and Seattle. The cuble 
[rom Port Augelea acroas tlie Straits 
of Juau du Fnca will be exact- 
ly 17'. miles lona. The cables 
needed for ail other waters croseioH on 
the route will be 2'2'.j miles. It was 
shipiied irom Now York on .fanuary l.'J, 
and is expected to arrive any day. The 
active work of oonatructiiiK the line ami 
strinKina the wire will cnmiuoace from 
Seattle on February 1, This work will 
be done by experienced men in the em- 
ploy of the company, under tbe direc- 
tion i.nd auperviaion of McFarland, who 
liae been with tbe Western Union the 
past eighteen years. No new nor old 
iron wirea will be used, but instead two 
copper wires will be strung of a clasa 
known aa No. 'J, hard drawn. The three 
conductor system will bo ufjed, tlius 
makiut; proviaiou for an extra wire wlien 
re(iiiirtd. 0;io wire will be a duplex, 
on wliii.'li a meesaf^e may be sent and re- 
ceived at tlio same time. This wire will 
be for local purposes. The other wire will 
be c|iiadrnplex, which will be a throui^li 
wire. On this two meesaiieg may l)e re- 
ceived and two aent at the same time. 
Tluia with aix operators, in case ol a 
rush aa undoubtedly will be the case 
freijuently, averaging 2,500 words per 
hour on press matter, 10,000 worda can 
be sent from the oflice here. The cost of 
tbe cable in New York city ia 87'^ cents 
per foot. The cable laid to Victoria, 
connection will be made with Vancou- 
ver, B.C., and other Canadian points. 

It is said that the Paget Sound Tele- 
graph Company, who owns tbe wire 
now in the city, will also lay a cable 
acrosE tbe straits to meet tbe competi- 
tion. 

In connection with the Western Union 
plans, dealt with above, the following 
letter has been received in this city : 

S.VN Francisco, Feb. 3, 1898. 
M<'?fri>. Eohert Ward >t Co. , Ltd., W. A. 
Wnrd, Joint Munaijer, Victoria, B.C. 

Dear Sir, — I have your favor of the 
22aJ nit., and beu to advise you that we 
are proeeedinp; as rapidly as possible wit li 
our proposed connection with Victoria. 
The polee have all been distributed be- 
tween Seattle and Port Towneend, and 
to-morrow we commence the construc- 
tion of the land lines. As soon as this 
work is fairly started we will commence 
work on the extension from Port Town- 
send to Port Angelea, and we expect to 
complete the land lines to the latter 
point on or before April 1. In the mean- 
time tbe submarine cables are in course 
of manufacture, and it is expected the 
cables will be laid by tbe time the land 
lines are completed. 

I will return to Victoria within a few 
weeks for tbe purpose of Becaring from 
your city authorities the necesaaryprivi- 
leces for our line within the city limits, 
and if there is no delay in granting these 
prlvik-s;e3 we hope to bs able to establish 
our office in Victoria by April 1. 

I have to thank you for your kind en- 
couragement and assistance in our under- 
taking, and I may have occasion to call 
upon you for further asaiatance in pre- 
senting the matter to your city council.

THE STilKfi CONTINUilS.' 



Firemen and Deck Hands Firm ia Their 
Demand— Asiatics Engaged But . 
Not Suitable. 

From present appearances it would 
seem that the trouble the C.P.N. Com- 
pany have had lately with the crows of 
their various vessels has reached an 
acuto BtSRe. The trouble started before 
the steamer lolander sailed North, when 
a number of the crew who atruck for 
liigher wages after having signed con- 
tracts were compelled to go back to work 
or snlTer tbo penalty the law attaches to 
such ofTences. Aa it waa, a number of 
the crew of the atar ateamer of the fleet 
who had not signed failed to turn up 
when tbe time for departure arrived, and 
they wero replaced by Chinese, 

The trouble, it appears, waa chiefly 
with the firemen and deck lianda, who 
claimed that they should uet .^5 a month 
more, bringing their wages up to $-10, ou 
account of tho additional labor int;idont 
to tho heavy northern traffic, Tlie 
trouble spread to the Danube, and when 
she lelt on Kunday night she enrried a 
crew of Chinese, who replaced tho men 
who Btruck. It was rumored last 
night that the Danube was uuitble to go 
further than Vancouver with her heavy 
cargo, on account of tho inefficiency of 
her Chinepo firemen. 

Last niglit a numlier (>[ the crew of the 
Willana joined in thf strike, and were 
firm in their demand for .*iO a month. 
The Willa[)rt. on her last trip North, 
paid her firemen and deckhanda .$10 a 
month, but a proposal to reduce the 
wages $ij a month on tho West trip, 
which the vessel will make on the 10th 
instant, caused an almoat general strike 
on tbe part of the crew, only one fire- 
man and one deckhand remaining on 
board laat night.

An eateeiued oaller Baid to the Coi.- 
oNi.sT )-eBtordiiy : " Remember San 
Juan." Aaked what he meant, he re- 
plied that tbe United States was permit- 
ted to land troops on that island, and 
the result waa that Canada lost it. 
Something like this, he went on to aay, 
might possibly happen if the United 
States should be allowed to send troops 
into the Yukon. It ia perhaps some 
consideration of tibis kind that has led 
the Canadian governnient to refuse per- 
mission foran armed force to accompany 
the proposed relief expedition. We 
would not like to say that this expedi- 
tion waa only an excuse for getting an 
armed force into the country; but if it 
is to bo abandoned, aa ia now alleged, 
there would aeem to be some foundation 
for sach a sagKestion, No conditions 
exist that render it necessary for troops 
to be despatched to Alaska before the 
Yukon opens. We mean now to the 
interior of Alaska. If they did, and 
the troops could get there, some reason 
<:ould be advanced for aseenting to the 
proposal ; but under tbe moat favorable 
circumstances soldiers sent down the 
Yukon to Circle City would not reach 
there until June or about a month later 
than they could be sent in by way of St. 
Miohael'a. Xotbinf; is likely to happen 
in that month calling for the presence of 
soldiers because every one will be getting 
ready to go to work or be actually at 
work. 

In this connection a petition which 
liaa been sent to Washington from the 
people of Dyea and Skai;way is worthy 
ot comment. This petition calls lor the 
proclamation of martial law at thoae 
points, and agks for a force of at least 
^00 soldiers to maintain order. If this 
is not done it is said there will be serious 
trouble before the season's rush ia 
over. We are quite prepared to think 
tliat there is need for somethini,' 
of tlie kind; but augi^ust tliat the 
C madian government should notify the 
Washington authorities tliat, while no 
objection will be raised to the presence 
of troops in what is disputed territory, it 
ought to be understood that any occupa- 
tion by the United SlateB government of 
the head of the Canal is noL to bu con- 
strued aa a waiver by Canada of her 
riuhts there, in case it shall be found 
tliat the locality ought to be a part of 
the Dominion under any fair interpreta- 
tion of the treaty. It is as well to re- 
member San Juan in this matter also. 

JINOOISM RUN MAD. 

W'q find in the Argonaut an article 
treating of the military spirit that is 
rampant in certain quarters of the 
United States. Our contemporary points 
out that during tbe past week tbe House 
of Representatives at Washington has 
been wranglinc over intervention in 
Cuba and the Senate has been lighting 
over the annexation oi Hawaii. The 
lirst means war; the latter large ex- 
penditure upon military and naval pro- 
parations, for it is evident that If tlie 
United States is to hold Hawaii, the 
•towns must be fortified and garrisoned 
and a fleet must be available for the de- 
fence of the islands. The secretary of 
the navy wants the batteries of all the 
ships of war modernized; the chief of 
tbe bureau of ordnance wants all the 
(i inch guna now in possession of the 
United States converted into rapid-firing 
weapons; the assistant secretary of the 
,navy pleads for a larger navy ; Senator 
Teller, of Colorado, crias out that Spain 
muat bo driven from Cuba, and that no 
imn ia a free man who refuses to fight tu 
make, her go;, Kepieeeutative Cailey, 



of Texas, exolalms in a "fine ' frenzy : 
A little blood-letting will do .us 
gccd. We do not fear war." 
While all this is going on, the Argonaut 
Bays, "our coasts are undefended, our 
ships lack gunpowder for one day's bat- 
tle, our arsenalB are empty, we have few 
or no guns at the gates of our great 
cities, we have not enough men to work 
the guns we have." 

This is certainly a striking arraign- 
ment. We are not discuBBing the policy 
of interference in the affaire of Cuba or 
the merita of Hawaiian annexation. 
Our reference is wholly to the extraor- 
dinary spirit ot jingoism manifest in 
some quarters at Washington. To pro- 
perly appreciate it, one must recall the 
fact that not a government in the world 
is exhibiting anything but the utmost 
friendliness towards the United States. 
No nation contemplates attacking the 
republic ; no nation has anything, to 
gain by a war with it. All that the nations 
ask is that the United States will refrain 
from interfering in their nO'tiirs. It is 
the most remarkable exhibition in. the 
annals of politics. 

NOT VERY NEIQU BURLY. 

The plan adopted by the United States 
government for tbe purpose of solving 

difficulties in the transport of Canadian 
goods across the strip of country at llie 
head of Lynn Uanal is certainly not very 
neighborly. To propose that the owner 
of goods, after having paid the dutiea at 
the waterfront and carried them over the 
pass, should go all the way back again to 
get a refund ahows either a disposition 
to |)ut obstacles in the way of the entry 
oi Canadian produce into Canada or eie;' 
extreme ignorance of the situation. We 
were not aware that this was the way 
the matter was arranged when we com- 
mended the regulations aa reaaonable. 

The Canadian government can meet 
tbe exigencies of the case by appointing 
an officer at the frontier to cash the re- 
ceipts and collect tliem later, and this 
we suppose will be done. In the case cf 
goods sent through Canada to interior 
.Vltiaka, the Canadian government will 
provide for the cashing of the receipts 
given by the collector at Tagieh. It 
would have been a very easy matter for 
tbe regulation to have omitted to pro- 
vide for this, and thus make it necee- 
aary for an American to plod back up 
the Yukon to Tagish to get hia refund ; 
but ou» government was hardly pre- 
pared for such a small piece of busi- 
ness. 

We are inclined to think that ti e 
omisaion by the .Secretary of the Trea- 
sury to provide for the refund of tbe 
money by an officer stationed at tl.e 
conventional frontier was not due to any 
desire on hia part to interfere with Cana 
dians and persons carrying Canadian 
goods; but waa simply a Smart Aleck 
trick devised by some too clever people, 
who will find their scheme recoil upon 
their own heads. The fact that a Cana- 
dian oihcer is at hand to cash the re- 
ceipts will be a capital advertisement. 

Tub Inland Sfentinel says that the 
farmers and miners of the interior will 
have to pay interest upon a million dol- 
lars spent on the parliament buildings 
for many years to come. Will our con- 
temporary take ita pencil and figure out 
juat how much of the interest on the 
.-fSoO.OOO the buildings will coat any par- 
ticular farmer and miner will have to 
pay? Wo do not think the farmers and 
minera of the interior will feel especially 
grateful to the Sentinel for snguesting 
that they are unwilling to pay their 
share towards seeing that the provincial 
legislature and the public departmenls 
are properly housed. If we may judge 
from what is aaid by the farmers and 
miners, who come to Victoria and ex- 
press their views, we are warranted in 
concluding that they are perfectly satis- 
fied that the province has no better 
buildings than it needs and that it got 
good value for its money. 

The Tacoma Ledger severely scorea 
Seattle for its :^500 license, which tbe de- 
posed " Queen City of the Sound " ex- 
pects will keep Victoria from dissemin- 
ating correct information about the Yu- 
kon within ita limits. It calls the ordi- 
nance " a fool proposition," "a confes- 
sion of weakness " and Homething "cal- 
culated to provoke retaliation." It ia 
all that the Ledger aaya of it, yet we are 
glad it was adopted. We are glad to 
know that Seattle has been compelled to 
acknowledge in auch a conspicuous way 
her inability to coiniieto with Victoria, 
This is a pretty jioBitiou for a city of 
such pretensions to be placed in. It ia 
^he worst blow the credit and tbe enter- 
prise of the place ever received. We do 
not wonder that the Ledger ridicules the 
ordinance. It will be ridiculed from one 
end of America to another. 



Wb shall aend, perhaps, a copy of last 
night's Times to the Oontemporary Be- 
vicw, which will be, no doubt, delighted 

to know that the word Mithraicism does 
not meet the approval of so high bu 
authority. The article in Sunday's Col- 
onist waa suggested by one in the Con- 
temporary, wherein reference was made 
to Mithraicism as tbe origin of certain 
religious forms. This led the writer of 
the Colonist article to look the subject 
up, and a i)art of the result of hia search 
was the article in which the word Mith- 
raicism occurred, which waa not invented 
by the Coi.on'ist, nor yet by the Eeview 
writer, but can be found in various 
articles upon this very interestiug 
subject.

While over two hundred gold aeekera, 
who have been outfitting in Victoria for 
the past week or so, left for the North 
by the steamer Danube on Sunday even- 
ing, their absence was hardly miaeed in 
either the hotels or outfitting establish- 
ments yesterday, owing to the large 
number of new arrivals, many of whom 
carae from across the border by the 
Kingston. 

Local outfitters experienced another 
very busy day, yesterday, filling orders 
for goods which will be shipped on the 
Islander on the 15th instant. Two 
parties from California left orders with 
a well-known Wharf street outfitter, for 
about $-1,000 worth of supplies. 

Aa has been the case right along, the 
majority of Americans who are at pre- 
sent outfitting in Victoria, previous to 
coming here visited Seattle and carefully 
looked into prices. A number of parties 
wore induced to come here in order to 
avoid any further trouble in obtaining 
mining licenses. Once here they in- 
specteil goods at several outfitting 
houses with the invariable result — they 
left tiieir orders bete. 

Perhaps no more emphatic expression 
of o])inion regarding outfitting tlian that 
furnished to the Colonlst by Mr. A. C. 
Fore, of Cripple Creek, Col., haa yet 
been given. Mr. Fore ia outfitting a 
party composed of F. M, Williams, 
Ronald McNeill, S. J. Weir and Jos. 
Finnigan, all of Cripple Creek, in Vic- 
toria, and at present he is a guest at the 
Victoria hotel. Prior to coming here he 
spent considerable time in Seattle, and 
he says there is hardly an outfitting 
ettibllshment in the cit^ that he did not 
visit. As a result of bis investigations 
here and in Seattle, he says he is confi- 
dent that he is saving 50 per cent., in- 
cluding the duty, by purchasing his sup- 
plies in Victoria. Sir. Fore has been 
mining since ISGS, in Colorado, Cali- 
fornia, Montana and Utah, and knows 
the value of a good outfit. His state- 
ment to a Colonist reporter yesterday 
may prove of value and interest to many 
prospective minora who are yet in doubt 
aa to the proper place to purchase eup- 
plies. Ileaald: " My party ia taking in 
a year'a eupplies for each man, and of 
course it paid us to look around a little 
before purchasing. On my way 
from Cripple Creek I visited Seattle 
and spent several days looking into 
prices. I then came to your city, and 
while I found hero better goods at lower 
prices, I did not then place any orders, 
aa at the time there was considerable 
doubt about the customs duties at Skag- 
way. Returning to Seattle on businees 
connected with getting my party to- 
gether, 1 again made a tour of the out- 
fitting eatabliehments, this time taking 
with me price lists 1 obtained in Vic- 
toria. Well, 1 louud that in dry goods 
your merchants sold even a better class 
of goods in almost every line fully 20 per 
cent, cheaper than the Seattle mer- 
chants could offer them. In the case of 
Mackinaw suits especially, the nrico is 
much lower here. They auk $15 to $P.i 
for the beat jMacldiiawa on the other 
side, while an njiially good suit herecan 
be purchased fur *7.5u. As regards blan- 
kets, they wai.t exactly lOc y.er pound 
more than I purchased mine for in Vic- 
toria. All down the list I found that I 
could get better goods here at lower 
prices. When I say that I am an out 
and out American, looking out for the 
main chance like all my countrymen, 
yon can imagine that I was not long in 
deciding where to leave my money. 

" How ia it as regards groceries, eh ? 
Well, I can buy here just as cheap as in 
Seattle, and, as you know, I save 30 per 
cent, in doing so. Seattle has been do- 
ing a tremeiuiouB business in outfitting ; 
but when I left there the buainesa iuul 
fallen oil' considerably. The merchants 
of that city are sending out a lot of 
worthleas goo{iB, we call them Jew goods 
on the other side, and I guarantee that 
next year not 50 per cent, of the people 
who bought goods there will ever send 
repeat orders. If a miner Ih once tricked 
on his outfit he never returns to the city 
where he was duped. I have written to 
all my friends in Colorado, advising 
them to come hero to outfit, and have 
sent them the prices furnished me both 
here and in Seattle for comparison. 
From the Cripple Greek district aloce 
one thousand gold hunters will start out 
in the next f-ix weeks, and I am con- 
vinced many of them will come to Vic- 
toria to outfit." 

Mr. Fox if) a broii/'."d, Inirdy-looking 
Virginian, who has spent many years in 
the Western gold minea. Ho says if be 
could Bay anything in Seattle's favor aa 
an outfitting point he would, as an Am- 
erican, do Bo. Ilia party will probably 
proepect in the vicinity of the Stewart 
and Pelly rivers. The members are all 
practical miners, used to the hardest 
kind of life. 

In the Johnston party which sailed 
north on the Danube were two gold 
liuntora from St. Louis, and four from 
San Francisco. On tbeir journey to thia 
city thoy stayed over atSeattlei, Tacornn. 
Portland and other cities in order to look 
into prices. They compared the price 
lists luriiished them by American mer- 
chants with the lists obtained here, end 
aa a result outfitted completely in Vic- 
toria, Meaars. Lon^ & Loiser and Ttios. 
Earle obtaining their orders. So pleased

I dill not certify the statement, as 
there were a few payments which I con- 
sidered sliould not have been made. 
Meeera. B;icliart luid Liillica, two new 
teachers, commenced their duties on 
Ausjiist 11 and tlioy were p^'d their 
salaries for the full nionth. ^Ir. Doran 
resinned his position as teacher in July 
(during the holidays), and althougli re- 
quired under the Public School Act to 
give 30 days' notice of such resignation, 
he waa paid full salary for the month ol 
July. MisB Black well'took up Jier duties 
on October 11 and was paid full salary 
for October. Mr. Eaton, the Inapector, 
took up hia dntlea on Auguat 24 and was 
paid hia salary for the latter half of 
August, and again, on Novemher 29, a 
requisition for his salary for tke Hrat 
half of August was sent in and duly paid, 
it being claimed that having been ap- 
jiointed as from August 1 he was entitled 
to pay from that date, although lie did 
not arrive in the city and take up his 
tluties until three weeks later. 

Acting under authority of the latter 
part of section 2 of the act of fSOu, the 
trustees did not puljlish a financial 
statement for the year IsiHi. Had they 
done BO I would then have taken the 
same course as I have tliia year, re 
there svaa an item for that year that 
I do not consider -was fairly chargEablo 
to the maintenance of the schools 
Messrs. Shedden, Goward & Co. were 
paid for examining and verifying a state- 
ment prepared by the chairman of the 
board showing the percentage of reduc- 
tion in teachers' salaries. This arose 
from a dispute between the chairman 
ami the principal of the North Ward 
school, regarding the exact percentage 
of reduction, and I contend that this 
was entirely a private matter and as 
such the city should not have been called 
upon to pay the account. The amounts 
involved are certainly not very large, 
'lut, though I may be wroug, I contend 
that the jioint raised is a most impor- 
tant one, namely, tlie right of the Board 
of School Trustees to pay teachers and 
other employees a full month's salary, 
no matter how small a proportion of that 
month they may have served. 

Again, the statement forwarded by 
you and which baa been publiahed in 
the papers is both incorrect and, mia- 
leadlng. Credit Is taken for the revenue 
tiix as a receipt for acbool purpoaes, al- 
though the act handing the tax over to 
the city states that the revenue taxahali 
he paid to the collectors of the various 
municipalities for " municipal pur- 
(loses." The statement ia then bal- 
arcpd off with a purely fictitious amount, 
^ .'l\ii^9.7:i, purporting to be " (Jost of 
scliuuls for year 1S97 to ratepayers of 
Victoria, made up by special rate for 
cMucational purposes," Whereas, as p. 
matter of fact after allowiag for the per 
cipi ta grant received from the govern- 
ment, and the small amounts received 
for High school fees and interest, the 
total cost to the ratepayers of the city of 
Victoria for educational purposes for the 
year 1807 was $29,579.0!), of which $21,- 
105 was met by a special rate of 2 mills 
on all land and' improvements, leaving 
the balance to be provined out of the 
.(;eneral revenue of the city. 

In conclusion I muat take exception to 
the extraordinary ideas that seem to 
pre\ail among the trnsU'e;; as to the 
duties and fuiictioiia of au amiitor. As 
auditor for the corporation when rniui- 
sitions for money piiyiuentH are sciii, in 
by tlie Board of .School Trusteee, I have 
no ojition but to pass them for payment, 
provided they are properly vouched for 
and the totals are not in i xtess of the 
amount voted for the purpose, but when 
under authority of section 37 of the Pub- 
lic school act, 1891, I am api)oinled by 
the corporation to audit the •' accounts 
of the Board of Truateea, ' 1 am in a 
very diffdrent position, and as such 
claim the right to aek for any papers or 
documents, or to challenge any item I 
may see lit. If, as appears to be the 
iM?c', tlu! truateea desire that the auditor 
appointed l)y the corporation shall sign 
wliatever may be put before him with- 
out comijieul or imiuiry, I trii-it that for 
the future someone else iimy bu ujijioint- 
ed to perform this duty.

This was adopted as was also a 
report from the streets committee recom- 
mending a large number of minor street 
improvements, with the exception of 
two items referring to the improvement 
of Mary street and to a sidewalk on 
Chutham street, which were laid over to 
get a report from the city engineer. 

Aid. Phillips made a kick against the 
tramway people putting heavy planks 
between the rails at the crossings on 
Government street instead of putting the 
crossings in the condition tliey found 
them. 

Aid. Humphrey said that aa a member 
of the streets committee he waa quite 
satisfied with the change. 

The Mayor said he had underatood 
tbe streets committee were aatiafled, 
and for hia part the change met with bia 
approval. 

Aid. Kinsman and Aid. Williams, 
however, as members of the committee, 
did not agree with Aid. Humphrey and 
the Mayor. 

The recommendation of the finance 
committee ttiat $1,500 be granted to the 
citizens' advertising fund was strongly 
supported by Aid. McCandlesa and sec- 
onded by Aid. Hall. It was cut down to 
.t.")00, liowever, on an amendment by 
Aid. Phillips. 

Aid. Macgregor'a motion to call for 
oilers of city property for a fire hall site 
near the corner of Fort and Yatea streets, 
was carried.

There was no opposition to the curfew- 
law, but Aid. 'Wilson and Aid. Humber 
PI>oke lurainst any move to curtail the 
limits of the city. 

The resolution was carried. 

On motion of Aid. Phillips it was de- 
cided to call for tenders for moving the 
garbage from the city wharf, a certilied 
check for .foOO to bo put up with each 
tender. 

It was decided to call for tenders to 
liaul tiic street oprinkior and to get an 
I'Htiiuate for a retaining wall to i)rotect 
I he coiiietory from the encroachments 
cf the sea. 

Tne motions to got permission from 
the Dominion government to use the 
foreshore on David street, and also for 
the purpose of constructing a bridge 
from Bay to work street, were carried 
without discnaaion. 

The last motion of the evening was an 
important one by Aid. Williams, to finil 
out whether there could be a consolida- 
tion of the city's debt. The city, he 
said, waa now jiaying 5 per cent, inti-r- 
eat on $670,000, which did not fall ..ni- 
for twenty years, and by consolidation 
of this lio believed $11!, 000 a year might 
bo saved. 

The resolution was carried and the 
council adjourned.

Wasuin-qto.v, Feb. 2. — The secretary 
of the treasury to-Jay issued the regula- 
tioua governing the entry and transport- 
ation of merchandiae destined for the 
Klondike region. The full text follows: 

First — Imported merchandise arriving 
at Juneau, Dyea and Skagway, or any 
other customs jiort in Alaska, for trans- 
portation to the Klondike region, unless 
immediately entered under warehouae, 
transportation and exportation entry, 
will be taken poaaession of by the chief 
cuatoms officer of the port and atored at 
the expense of the owners. 

Second— Such merchandise may, after 
proper entry has been made, proceed 
under a warehouae, tranaportation and 
exjiortation entry, without payment of 
duty, in charge of a cuatoma officer, the 
cost of whose transportation and mainte- 
nance must be paid by the importer, or 
upon the filing of a bond by t'lo imiiorter, 
w ith satisfactory securities for its due 
txportation. Wlienever the ownershall 
prefer to deposit with the deputy collec- 
tor an amount c(|ual to the duties and 
customs charges ou the goods, tlio Uliiu 
of a bond may be waived, and sucli de- 
jiosit will be refunded by the deputy col- 
lector receiving it, at hereinafter pr(.- 
vided ; but in view of thu prohibition of 
the landing of intoxicating liciuors with- 
in the territory of Alaska, any ]Kiokage 
containing such spirits intended for im- 
mediate exportation shall be transport- 
ed in the custody and under the super- 
vision of a customs officer, aa above pro- 
vided. 

Third — A manifest and duplicate copy 
of the entry, containing a description uf 
the merchandise, with the numbers and 
marks of the packages, shall -be present- 
ed to the] collector rs the sub port tt 
which entry ia made, and said minifcst 
and entry, after being duly certified, 
shall accompany the morohandiso on its 
route through United States territory, 
and shall bo delivered, with the dupli- 
cate copy of entry, lo the deputy collec- 
tor at the frontier, for verification by 
comparison v. iih the merchandise cov- 
ered thereby. 

I'^ourth— A dejiuly collector shall bo 
stationed at the Iroiuier line on the route 
used for such transjiortation, and it shall 
bo his duty to identify merchandise l)y 
comparison with the description thereof 
contained in the entry and certitied 
manifest. 

Fifth — If the merchandise corresponds 
with the description and shall pass into 
British territory, the deputy cidlector at 
the frontier shall ao certify in the mani- 
feat, which aball then be transmitted by 
him to the collector at the port of entry, 
and he shall also give the owner a certi- 
ficate stating that the conditions on the 
bond have been lullilleJ, or, if the duty 
shall have been dejiosiied with tlie col- 
lector at the port ol entry, the deputy 
collector shall furnish the owner with a 
certificate of exfjortation, which certifi- 
cate, duly indorsed by the owner, shall, 
whenever presented to the deputy col- 
lector, by whom the manifest was re- 
ceived, be accepted by iiiui aa full 
authority for the refunding of the 
amount due on such deposit, and such 
refund ahali be paid by him to the or- 
iginal owner or to the person designated 
by the owner's indorsement on the cer- 
tificate. 

Sixth — If any merchandise included 
in tbe manifest shall have been cop- 
snmed or abandoned on the route, or 
shall otherwise fail to appear at the 
frontier, duty shall be collected on the 
same by the deputy collector at the 
frontier before he shall furnish vouchers i 
for the canciillation of the bond ; if the 
duty shall Jiavo been depo-^ited at the ^ 
port of entry, the deputy collector shall 
lieduct the duty on tlu; missing goods 
from tbe amount so deiioaited, and shall ; 
give his voucher for the halance remain- ; 
iiig due to tbe owner of the goods. 

Seventh — All imported auimals or 
merchaniso aljaudoned or sold ou the j 
route throo;j:h I'uilcd States tcrrritory 
shall be seized by the customs oliicers i 
and forfeited to the government, unlets 
duty shall he paid thereon. 

Eighth — Whenever the collector at the 
port of entry shall receive from his 
deputy at the frontier a report that the 
conditions of tbe boud have been ful- 
filled, he shall cancel such bond, and 
whenever he ahall receive a corti/ied 
statement of the exjiortation above pro- 
vided lor and a voucher lor the duty re- 
maining due tbe owner, he shall pay 
over such duties, or so mucii of the same 
as shall have been found duo to the 
owner of the goods or the person duly 
deslL'nated by the indorsement of the 
owner. 

Ninth — The customs officers at the 
portH aU'ecteil by these regulations are 
hereby authorized to require, whenever 
they shall deem it expedient to do so, 
the landing under customs supervision of 
all imported goods at such wharf or 
warehouse as shall be duly designated by 
them, there to be held in customs custody 
until the issuance of a permit for their 
removal. 

Tenth — Articles carried'by passengers 
on the above routoa, which are in use 
and which consist of wearing apparel 
and personal eU'ects necessary for the 
present comfort and convenience of such 
passengers, are exempt from duty. 

J'lloventh — Any porsen engaged in an 
attempt to evade the United States rev- 
enue laws under these regulations will 
bo arrested, and on conviction will be 
subject to the extreme iienalty of the

K^Tai^ A^n CMIAllANCE AT ST. MICUAKL's. 

AmeHcan vessels— After a vessel has 
entered at St. Michael's such vessel may 
then proceed to its destination, transfer 
its cargo and passengers to another Am- 
erican vessel if destined for an Alaskan 
port ; or to a British vessel if deatiued 
for^British Columbia. 

Foreign vessels— If passengers or cargo 
are destined from a foreign port to a 
place on either river, the vessel carrying 
such shall enter at St. fvlichasi'a, and 
may then transfer its passengers and 
cargo to an American vessel if destined 
to H place in Alaska", or to ah Atrierican 
or British vessel if deatiried to a port in 
British Columbia. 

In accordance with the treaty of 1871 
the navigation of rivers in the Alaskan 
territory ia held to be open only to sub- 
jects of Great Britain and the United 
States. 'Veasels descending the Yukon 
sliall come to at Circle City, or some 
other port hereafter designated, and re- 
port in compliance with the navigation 
iawa of tbe United States. An Ainori- 
can vessel, after complying with the law, 
will.be nlloweil to proceed and enter at 
St. Michtel's ai.d tnunfer cargo to an- 
other American vessel if destined lo an 
American port, or to a foreign vessel if 
destined lo a foreign iiort. A Biitish 
vessel may enter at .St. Miciiael's and is 
privileged to Iranafor cargo us jirovided 
for American vessels. 

It is provided that the collector of 
cuBtonis for Alaska shall, under the 
direction of the secretary of the treasury , 
atation deputy collectors and inspectors 
of customs at such places on the Yukon 
and Porcupine rivers and tributaries as 
he may deem necessary for the enforce- 
ment of the laws of the United States. 

British veaaela plying on these tivers 
i will be allowed to touch at places in 
I Alaska for thu parcbaae of coal and aup- 
\ plies, or when in distress, under the 
supervision of a customs officer. Such 
I officer may issue paruiita for the tem- 
; porary. landing of passengers, bat any 
i failure of such passengers to return to 
\ the vessel will subject the vessel to the 
I penalty provided by law. No merchan- 
dise is to bo lantlod without the permis- 
sion of customs officers, after compliance 
I with all the laws relating thereto, under 
I penalty of the forfeiture of such mer- 
chandiae.

At Skagway on February 2, tlie day 
the eteamahip City of Seattle left Lynn 
Canal for the South, and the day aleo 
that the Teea and Willapa left there for 
ViotorlB, there were eight vessels in port 
discharging freight and landing upwards 
of 1,400 paasengers, all or neaily all bo- 
iiif; bound for the Upper Yukou. Theae 
veasela included the three named, 
tliu Oregon, Excelsior, Utopia, Santa 
Crux and Wolcott, the last mentiontd 
craft best remembered as a U. S. revenue 
cutter being now engaged in the Alaska 
uoasting businesa, plyin;; between Jun- 
eim nud Sitka. Tbe Tees and Wilkipa 
■u-rived liore from tlie North on Sunday, 
tliuir time of docking liaing only an hour 
.ijiait, jaat one hour leaa than the time 
ol Buiiini;. The Willapa brought back 
no freiglit or paeeengcra. Wliiieeho was i 
nusy yeaterday making pre])iu-atiQnB for 5 
lier regular West Ooaat triji, eailing 
from here on the 10th with a party of 
Xurwegiana for the Cape Scott colony, 
foizether witli a number of liorsea, tlit 
I'otia was jdhng freiglit into her hold as 
rapidly aa men could handle it, prepara- 
tory to leaving again for the Xorth to- 
morrow night, Oapt. Foot speaks of hia 
northern trip as bavinK been very rough, 
and his experience with the "Taku" 
winds in Lynn canal almost gave him a 
longing for tho West Coast breezea. 
I I ore the winds at times are atrong, ter- 
ribly Btrong, but they are not 
BO refrigerating aa the northern 
blowa. The Taku winds generally 
bring with them clouda of anow from 
the topH of the monntaina surrounding 
Ijvnn Canal. They are piercing cold and 
iravthmg at great velocity, often blow 
tliH water into apray, frefzing it with 
the flying snow into the upper works of 
the ateanier. After the Willapa emerged 
from Buch an experience she looked ae 
though she had just come from tbe 
North Polo, While at Skagway Captain 
Foot had a short talk with Norman 
Smith, who was formerly mayor 
of Port Angeles and who is now a 
norttiern surveyor. The latter had juat 
been over tho trails, and reported to ttio 
captain that he had met over 100 parties 
journeying into Dawson, some behind 
dog traina, others behind oxen, and 
others again driving horse.i. The Skag- 
way tiail was in good shape, and the 
only fltoppagcs made wore neceaaitated 
by occasional enow atormaor high wind 
on the mountain paesea. Aa for 
Skagway news Capt. Foot does not 
bring anything later than wna brought 
by the City of Seattle. Work ou the 
fourtli big wharf in port was progreaaing 
rapidly, and from tbe demand for wharf- 
age it would aeem that ita completion 
could be none too soon. Captain Foot 
reports the littlejateamer ..Mocking Bird, 
hailing from Seattle, at anchor in Alert 
Bav, where her skipper had loft her in 
ahe'lter while he continued the voyage 
north on the Barbara Boscowiizto Port 
Simpson, and on the Teea from there 
to Skagway. The steamer Mischief, from 
Victoria, was paesed in Tongasa nar- 
rows and the Boscowitz when met was 
towing the I/niiBe, but making good 
headway tbrougli rougli weather. Tho 
little Bteamer Noyo, bound for Seattle 
with a Bcliooner in tow, waa overtaken 
and reported having run short of fuel, 
which she waa about to renew with

Many Americans Clioose the C. F. 
Cu.'u tjteamei' to fieach the 
Ynkon Gold Fields. 



Over Two Hundred Passengers autl 
liearly Que Tbonsaud Tuus of 
Freight Taken Up. 



Although it was nearly midnight'when 

the steamer Danube sailed Sunday night, 
several hundred people gathered on 
Turner Beeton c<i Co. 'a dock to say fare- 
well to the nuguet seekers and give a 
parting cheer. The capacious holds of 
the steamer were filled to the deck with 
a miscellaneous cargo of freight, and the 
deck apace was all taken up also with 
horaes, oxen and barking, anarling curs, 
who after spending a life of indolence in 
civilization will shortly learn what it is 
to earn their daily bread — or liah in the 
far North. 

A striking peculiarity of the Danube's 
passage was that the majority were .'Vm- 
uricaua, hailing according to their re- 
marks apparently from almost every 
state in the Union. They were a happy- 
a;o-lucky crowd, all eanguine as to the 
fortunes they liope to make the frozen 
fields yield them. The majority of Uncle 
Sam's children who sailed by the Dan- 
ube have been in the city for the past 
fortnight outfitting, and all who were 
spoken to expressed the utmost sat- 
isfaction at their treatment here 
both by the hotel keepers and merchants. 
California perhaps sent the largest con- 
tingent of gold hunters north by the 
Danube, no lewer than six large parties 
taking passage. They all carried from a 
year and a half to two year's supplies, 
and did all their buying in Victoria. 

A number of Victorians went north, 
some of whom will follow mercantile 
pursuits, while others will engage in 
mining. One party of six left here to go 
into the hotel buainesa at Lake Bennet. 
.•Vmong the Victorians were the John- 
ston party of ton. Six Americans from 
St. ];OuiB aud 'Frisco also joined the 
party here. They took up thirty-five 
line largo dogs, a yoke of oxen and a 
couple of year's supplies. 

The Oak Lake Transportation Com- 
pany, of Manitoba, the heads of which 
had their headquarters at the Oriental 
hotel for the past two weeks, also sailed 
on the Danube. They took up 50,000 
pounds of provisions, which were par- 
chaeed in Victoria, mostly at the Hud- 
son Bay Company's stores.

She had been ilcl.iyed by 
towint; the schooner Louie J. Kijii[i''il v , 
which had bi'en engaged to take a iKwly 
of si.xteen gold hunters bound for Klon- 
dike. The Noyo had 25 disgusted paa- 
aeiigers aboard, tired of the country 
after their Urat experience, and aeverely 
denouncing the Ivlondike rush. The 
treasure on board was .'j^lO.OOO. One of 
the paasengers stated that 200 men 
could do all tlie work c U'ering at Skag- 
way, and that there are at least 500 men 
there who have nothing to do but drink 
and gamble. The United States court 
house at Juneau was completely de- 
stroyed by fire on January 81. When 
the Noyo passed the position of the Cor- 
ona waa more critical than heretofore 
reported. The stern is submerged, 
while the how ia completely out of water, 
bringing the veaael to auch a iiositiou 
that it ia feared she will riliji oO' the rock 
and sink- in deep water. The Noyo had 
no conuiiuiiication with the wrecked pas- 
geugers on Lewis ielaud. 

TO WRliOK TUE " fOUOXA." 

The C.P.N, ateamer which ia being 
sent North with a party of thirty men 
and wrecking appliances to float the 
stranded Corona has been delayed in 
port. She was to have sailed Sunday, 
but (iiaappoiiitinenta came, first in tile 
matter of getting her cargo aboard, and 
later in bad weather preventing iior 
from going to sea. Her load is a very 
heavj; one, and includes three largo 
centrifugal pumps capable of throwing 
5,000 gallons of water per minute. There 
is also a considerable iiuautity of lumber 
and cement aboard, 

DOINCi A HIG DU.SI.NE.SS. 

Sunday's Tacoiiia Ledger snye the rush 
of freight from the Sound to Britiah 
Cohiiubia on the old reliable packet 
City of Ivingston is more than she can 
handle. Fifteen carloads of freight was 
in the Sound sheds last nigbt awaiting 
the Kingston, and she was able to take 
away but four or five carloads. The 
freight going foreignwise is principally 
(or the Antlpodea, and includes heavy 
shipments of news paper from the Ore- 
gon City Paper Mills for New Zealand. 
Victoria takes a largo amount of flour, 
live stock and poultry. The shipments 
of sheep are especially heavy, aggre- 
siatint; several hundred liead weekly, 
Tliey come from Oregon and Kastern 
W aehineton. The poultry ia cliieliy from 
tlio Willamette valley. Aeide from the 
freight business, the ivingston is also 
doing a "Klondike" paaaengor trade, 
as waa evidenced yesterday morning 
when she arrived with 92 people. These 
were travellers, in a great number of 
caeee, who had come here to outfit for 
tlie gold fields.
